5. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reason for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests the claimed limitations having a method of fabricating a 
magnetic memory device (in addition to other steps as claimed in independent claims 1 and 
10), comprising the step of forming at least one magnetic memory cell using a thin 
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conductive hard mask pattern, forming at least one conductive stud over the thin 
conductive hard mask wherein the at least one conductive stud is fully landed on the thin 
conductive hard mask.
